They were then regarded as first-class battleships, as, for example, 
our Delaware and North Dakota are now, or as the English Nep- 
tune is or the English Devonport will be; but they have long since 
hecome outclassed, and they are now destined to go the way of all 
the magnificent warships that have preceded them. or that may 
lollow them, excepting, of course, those that may be blown up 
or sunken in actual service. 

\We are ready to concede that these discarded vessels, and all 
the others that have been disposed of in a more genteel manner, 
have in their day served a* good purpose—assuming that they 
have contributed in anv wavy toward the maintenance of interna- 
tional peace.

It is already straining the resources of many 
nations. We might as well prepare for that time earlv, and we 
can do so by educating ourselves and others to an understanding 
of the fact that humanity will never be relieved from one of. the 
greatest of its burdens until it recognizes not only the hideousness 
but the uselessness and the senselessness of war and all of its 
Instruments. 


NO ATTEMPT 1s made to conceal the fact 
that President Taft is at present, as he 
has been for some days, carrying on a 
campaign for “winning the South to closer 
union with the states of the North.” The 
undertaking is most laudable: there is no 
occasion for concealment of its” purpose, 
iis all tor the better that it is openly 
avowed.

they seem to be falling in heartily with the idea and to be doing 
their utmost to make the President's mission for final conciliation 
success ful.

The southern Democrat is even more desirous, apparently, than the 
southern Republican of doing honor to the executive.

On his side, Mr. Taft has been at his very best during this 
part of his progress. He has been saving the right thing at the 
right tame, in the right place, and in the right way, and the good 
mMpressions that reports of his disposition and manner had awak- 
ened throughout the South in advance of his coming have all been 
confirmed. 

We have many problems of great moment to meet in this 
country, but we have no nobler purpose than that to which Presi- 
dent Tatt 1s now so tactfully giving his aid. His tour marked once 
again the establishment of a national unity that will be of immeas- 
urable value not only to this generation but to all the generations 
that are to come.

But itis becoming more and more evident that this movement 
must be directed hereafter along lines very much different) from 
those that have heen followed in the past. The ease with Which 
a large flotilla sailed down the Mississippi from St. Louis to New 
Orleans last week has had the effect of calling public attention to 
a phase of the question that has been making itself quite conspicu- 
ous recently, The army engineers who were commissioned to 
inquire into the matter of deepening the Mississippi reported last 
spring that while the Mississippi and its main tributaries are already 
capabl, ot Carrying a great conimerce—as capable aS many of the 
great river systems of lurope—yet water traffic, instead of being 
developed along the course of the system, has actually in recent 
years been allowed to fall’into decline. Briefly and pointedly, the 
deduction drawn from the present condition of western river com- 
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merce is that the facilities that the streams in that section offer as 
means of transportation at present are not taken advantage of, 
and that until there is greater reason than exists now for assuming 
that a 14-foot channel would help matters in this particular, such 
an enterprise, involving as it would the expenditure of hundseds 
of millions of dollars, should not be entertained by the government. 

In all discussion of the matter recently it is worthy of atten- 
tion that the movement in Kansas City to put boats in the Missouri- 
Mississippi trade is regarded as one of the most encouraging symp- 
toms of a proper apprehension of the situation. St. Louis sees the 
importance of this step. And Chicago, which has always been 
among the warmest advocates of the lakes-to-the-gulf waterway 
scheme, is now recognizing the fact that before asking the govern- 
ment to stand security for a deep waterway bond issue something 
must be done to prove the existence or possibility of a river com- 
merce.

By the principles laid 
The down in the introduction, the manifest re- 
F calls in striking manner its ‘predecessor of 
Finnish Crisis Keb, 15, ; L899), the signal for that first 
finnish crisis that lasted until 1905 when 
the Czar had to suspend the operation of 
the pronouncement. The present docu- 
ment is fully as contrary to the Finnish 
autonomy and traditions, interrupted only durimg those six years, 
and it is rousing the same opposition. ; 

Did Russia possess a strong navy and were the land defense 
questions less imperative than appears, it 1s doubt ful whether a 
second I*innish crisis would have been deliberately provoked by the 
government of the Czar. The urgency may be seen from the 
report, probably unfounded, of a proposal to annex the whole pro- 
vince of Viborg, which would mean a beginning of the dismember- 
ment of Finland. In his manifest the Czar as grand-duke of Fin- 
land declares the question of the mnlitary charges to be one of 
imperial import impossible of debate by lécal legislative bodies. 
Ilence the Finnish military question must be settled according to 
the imperial laws of the Kussian empire. Until then the sovereign 
releases the Finus trom military service in consideration of an 
annual contribution to be made by the Finnish to the Russian 
treasury. This preliminary arrangement calls for an immediate 
contribution of ten millions each for 1908 and 1909, taken from the 
“ordinary sources of revenue, and provides for a bill to be intro- 
duced into the Diet determining both the amounts of future con- 
tributions and the branch of revenue from which they shall be 
taken. 

sy the first of these provisions, a conflict with the Diet seems 
unpending : for the Diet may refuse to cover the deficit caused to the 
“ordinary budget” by the contribution of those twenty millions. 
To cover such a deficit, the Diet under normal conditions would 
vote a loan from the “subsidiary fund” on the ground that the 
“ordinary budget’ was imsutticient, but in this case the Diet can 
decline to do so by declaring the expense in question unnecessary 
and illegitimate. It is a fact that the Czar-grandduke may dispose 
of the ordinary sources of revenue without interference from the 
Diet, and also of the subsidiary funds provided he does not go be- 
yond the total voted by the Dret.” It might seem from this that he 
could use the subsidies according to his judgment even for purposes 
other than those intended by the Diet. But on the other hand, tne 
Czar must account to the Diet for his use of all funds and the Diet 
has the control over the budget and can check the action of the 
sovereign by refusing to vote the subsidies. 

such deplorable measures as the despatch of cossacks and 
artillery into Finland are calculated to place Russia's action in the 
eyes of the world in the most unfavorable light notwithstanding 
the indubitable urgency of military reforms that underlies the 
Czars manifesto. It ever public opinion in Europe and America 
is to become reconciled to the eventual absorption of Finland into 
the Russian state, Russian methods will have to be shown to have 
kept pace with the empire's economic and political advance. .
